Exiraf of a Letter from Fort de Condé de la Mobile in 
Louifiana; dated March 14. Since the Maflacre of the 
French, by the Wild Natches, the 28th of Dec. lah, at New 
Orleans, 200 French and 800 of the moft refolute Serages 
were fent againft them, under the Command of Chevalier 
Lowess, who came up with them the 14th of Fr. following, 
in three Villages 100 Leagues beyond that Place, where 
they furprifed them, and killed 160 upon the Spot. The 
ref ¢ caped into a Fort, which was attacked with fix Piece 
of Cannon, four Pounders, but they could not gain the 
Fort. The fall Number of French, the Rigour of the 
Seafon, and the Want of Ammunition made it neceffary to 
grant them a Capitulation. They furrendered all the Wo- 
men, Children and Negroes they had in Slavery, with two 
Chalices, a Pyx, és’c.

Extra of a Letter from Philadelphia; dated May 21, 
1730. We have had a moft wonderful Storm of Wind, at- 
tended with foine Rain, in Kent County on the Weft Side of 
Delaware-Bay, March 28, about Nine at Night; which 
lafted about one Minute. It began about 12 Miles from 
the Bay, and took its Courfe ftreight to the Bay, deftroy- 
ing 12 Houfes, which were all that were within its Com- 
pals; the Breadth of this Tempeft being about 50 Yards. 
It broke or rooted up all the large Timber it met with; 
but feemed to be moft violent where it began, forcing 
a Tree or Log of two Foot over, and 50 long, to > 
Foot Diftance out of its Bed were it had lain by falling 
down formerly. Nigh to that Place it took intirely a ftrong 
40 Foot Barn the like Diftance of 20 Foot, rending it al] id 
Pieces, and {cattering the Parts as a Handful of Corn. 
It has alfo tore up Part of an Orchard, and a Parcel of 
growing Rye, that the Earth looks as if there had been 
none in it. The Verge or Wing of the Storm brufffed off 
the Root of another 40 Foot Hovfe, f{cattering it in the 
diftant Aix, and fhattering the Rafters into the Earth as if 
they had been Arrows, about half a Mile from the Build 
ing. I fhall not take upon me to tell you all the Deftrue- 
tion it has made, nor all the wonderful Marks I have fee 
but I fhall mention the Lofs of one poor Man who had 
newly built a Log-Houfe: The Wind took of the Roof, 
and dafhed it to Pieces, then a Tree fell upon the Houle: 
The Storm threw out his Bacon that he never at te onate. 
and alfo his Pewter to the Diftance of 2 or et Vasie rm 
tally {poiling the Form of it: The Man was om Si “ 
the Woman of the Houfe afleep all the while in it 4 
had my Fencin anda new Houfe torn alll to thatters 
tho’ feveral fcore Yards from the Stream of the Storm .

Tothill Bridewell, for a Rape on the Body of a Girl 
about eight Years of Age, and giving her the Foul Difeafe, 
——Mr. Sandford, a Gardener at Clapton near Hackney, was 
lately attacked by fiveFoot-pads, fuppofed to be Joarneymen 
Weavers, who robbed him of _ his Hat and Wig, and 
a Pair of Metal Shoe Buckles. ‘The Villians beat and bruif- 
ed his Head and Face moft inhumanly, bound and threw 
him into a Ditch, where he lay near two Hours, till a Paf- 
fenger releafed him ; He now keeps his Bed, and is din- 
geroufly ill: Four of the Villains were for murdering him, 
but by the earneft Perfuafion of their other Confort, they 
left him in that Condition. ——One Mr. Laycock, crofling 
St. George's Fields, one Night laft Week, between 10 and 
11, was fet upon by two Foot-pads, and robbed of 7s. 6d. 
The Rogues were for ftripping him; but prevented by 
the Approach of a Gentleman.——About two Months 
fince, at Newington Green, a Houfe of Mr. Wat/on's, a 
Callicoe Printer, was robbed by Perfons unknown, of a 
confiderable Quantity of Lead; Soon after, the Houle was 
leaded again; and a few Nights ago it was again ftripped, 
and by Accident the Lead being found hid in a Ditch hard 
by, it was concluded the Rogues intended to carry it away 
the firft Opportunity. On this fome Perlons armed were 
ordered, lait Sun. Night, to watch near it, in order to take 
them ; when two Men came to the Place, and prepared to 
get up the Lead; but being called to, they endeavoured to 
run away, when the Watch fired, and fhot one of them in 
the Neck and back Part of the Head, fo that he died on 
the Spot. The other efcaped. Sun. Night laft, about 
Ten, Mr. Cha. Bifbop, a noted Butcher in Necogate- Market, 
coming to Town, from Endfield, was {et on, between 
King fland, near the Turnpike, and Tflington, by three 
Foot-pads, armed with a Blunderbufs and two Clubs. 
They rufhed out upon him from a great Elm-Tree as he 
was riding by. The Fellow who had the Blunderbuls bid 
him ftop, or he would fhoot him; but he not obeying the 
Summons, the barbarous Villain difehaiged, being about 
ten Yards diftant, Five of the Balls were taken out of the 
Mare he rode on, three lodged in her Shoulder, having 
narrowly miffed the Rider’s Side, one in her Side, ons 
another in her Leg: ‘The Mare, tho’ fo much wounded, 
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
